BUILDING NOTES 


NORTH POLE HIGH SCHOOL is one of the most modern educational 
facilities in the nation. From energy efficient architecture to interior 
layout and design, everything has been carefully planned to create a 
superior learning environment. 

The school was designed as four separate buildings connected by a series 
of seismic joints. The striking exterior pattern, inspired by a winter 
sunset, is not only beautiful, but functions to permit surface expansion as 
temperatures rise and fall 

Inside, equally impressive innovations abound. The heating plant filters 
and recirculates vocational shop and locker room exhausts to avoid costly 
heat loss. The ventilation system conserves energy by automatically 
reducing power use during low occupancy times. 

Areas of the building housing noisy activities were grouped together and 
separated from quiet study areas. The skylight and southern exposure of 
the facility enhance learning by providing maximum natural lighting. 

The school was constructed to be a complete facility. Three baseball 
fields, three tennis courts, a football field and a running track were all 
included in the initial design. 

It is with great pride that we present this new school to our community.
